It WBH vxy wd misfortune to 
stand within a; fuw> rods of ilx& pluco 
whore ho nsocndod, and also vrhoro lie foil 
so that I became an .unwilling spectator 
of the whole .scene. • Jho progrnmiuo 
called for the ascension at 2 p. m , but 
owing to H higt, vrind^lilowing at tho 
time it was postponcd[ijntil3.30. At that 
time tho bnlloon .was inflated, tho xto- 
OBUt stepped-|rrtp%iUib baaket, .and, in 
tho presence pf thousands, nqio^Iy lahot 
up into tho air, 04 In generally .believed, 
about a qua/Ml' r* •• o>ile. ' No- sooner 
had he readied tuib dizy height tbau 
every eye an/v cu«( noiuotking had gone 
wrong. Tho balloon Boomed to tarn 
upside down,, and smoke wan soon to 
issue from it, nuri in a- flaali-thu duqnrod 
man was aeon couiing to tho coith with 
almost the rapidity of lightning , iri an- 
other instant ho lay upon tho cai(th d 
crushed and lifeless nutts, Tho wli'olo 
time from starting up till ho full appear- 
ed not more than n minute. Not a 
sound wns benrd from tho multitude . 
they seemed struck dumb with horror 
The spot where he fell wan.lens than 
forty paces from tho place of asceutitm,

thicknciB of common factory muslin (a 
pieee of which I enclose,,) and jwoll 
worn at that, At the top woro tvrq cir- 
cular pieces of wood, neven inches ih 
diameter, one outside and the other in- 
side. They were kept in place by 
grasping the muslin between them, and 
then being screwed together. To Vi'eqc 
pieces nre fastened six ropes tho size of 
a clothes lino. 
Euch of those, sixty 


feet in length, extended dowri the out- 
side without any attachment, except 
that at tho itop, and was tied to a hoop 
about twenty inches'iu diameter.' This 
hoop was about four feet from the bot- 
tom of the basket, and'to it'the'bosket 
if as scoured by i numerous ' other ropes, 
It was noticed when ho staitod-tiha 'the 
basket was not level, and that the six 
ropes on tlic outside of tho balloon Wore 
not equally distributed, but all felt that 
ho was competent to manage: the 'affair 
himself.
